WATER SUPPLY 


Has 8«en Cut off From Blocmfdntein by 


th* Boers. 


Londoa- April 2.— A special de- 


spatch from Bioerntontein tbis morn- 
ing reports that tbe water supply of 
that place has been cut eff. This is 
the natural sequence of the Boer suc- 
cess at the water works. It is evi- 
dent; from Lord Roberts' despatch 
that a big engagement is in progress. 
The number of British engaged prob- 
ably exceeds even eight or ten thou- 
sand men, which the Boers arc esti- 
mated to number. 


The scene of the British disaster 


appears to be at Mealie Spruit, where 
the Bloemfon'tein road crosses a trib- 
uiarv of the Mode er fiver. 


Bus-hnsaa Kop, Freo State, April 5.— 


The British, commanded br Colonel 
Broadwcod, consisting of the 
Tenth 


Hussars, 
Household 
cavalry, 
two 


horse batteries and a force of mounted 
Infantry under Colonel Pilcher, which 
h.ad been garrisoning Thaba 
Ji'ChUf 


was obliged In consequence of tbe near 
approach of a large force of Boers to 
leave. Colouel Broadwood marehed to 
the Blaernfonteln waterworks, south oi 
tae Modder, where ho encamperd. Al 
early dawn the camp was shelled. by 
the enemy from a near point. Colonel 
BroadwwxJ sent a convoy wit*-tbe ba4- 
terk-s. while tbe rest of the force re- 
mained to act as a rear guard. '-.The 
convoy arrived at a deep spruit, where 
tae Boors were concealed, and the en- 
tire l>ody walked into ambush, and was 
captured, together -wfth six guns. The 
loss of life was not great, since most 
of the British had walked into the 
trap before a shot was fired. General 
Colvllie's division arrived here at noon- 
Sunday and he is now shelling the

The hope is expressed here that Gen- 


eral Colville will recover .the convoy 
and guns, but this is hardly lik«3y in 
such a difficult country, and it is prob- 
able that the next news -will be tiu.t. 
after a stiff fight, General Colvdle has 
extricated Colonel Broadwood from his 
difficult position, but failed *o retrieve 
'the disaster. 


Severe cr"attJ5nis are heard regard- 


ing the renewal of the old mistake of 
underrating -the Boers and the absence 
of proper precaiit'an. No doubt the 
affair will revive Boer hopes and in- 
spire confidence among the enemy at 
a critical moment , Great things are 
expected by the Boers of tie new com- 
raaader-in-cJaief, General Botha, who 
has made his reputation wholly during 
the present campaign. Foreign officers- 
serving with .the Boers have expressed 
surprise at his clever tactics.

South Africa hare attraete<3.•attention 
to the necessity of having on hand ma 
terial readily transportable to the re- 
quired point, which will be more per 
manent ia character than the common 
pontoon bridges—in others .words,. me 
tallic portable bridges. Tho English 
workshops have shown a 
-capacity for supplying quickly the ma- \ 
terfai necessary to replace the broken 
sections of tlie . Coienso and Frere 
bridges, but tbe great military powers 
have "decided that it is necessary to 
keep ou hand la tbe depots of supply 
sections 
of 
portable' steel bridges, 


which can be shipped to the froat 
when required. 
One of the . latest 


forms of these portable bridges is the 
Henry bridge, adopted by the French 
array. There are three sizes, the liglit 
bridse- material, of which a bridge 2 
yards wide and from. 5 to 25 yards • 
long can be constructed in GO minutes, 
which weighs but 400 pounds tc- (he 
running yard and eaa easily be trans- 
ported 0:1 ordinary wagons or pack 
nnimflls: the fieid bridge material, 
weiffhlag 500 pounds to the mnniris

but their military use has been limited. 
In the Boer war, however, transporta- 
tion by the plow as trains has become 
so difficult that, traction engines, ov,-- 
ittsr to the drynL-ss of the roads, have 
receatly found extensive application.

The first Is built iike a 


covered ambulance, with rubber tiled 
wheels, and contains a storage battery 
capable of running the vch'cle for 3O

pounds of load.".There are two 


3'yA horsepower motors, one ID ends 
rear wheel. The maximum speed is 
about tea miles an hour. The other 
wagon is constructed like a high cart 
and is in other respects similar to the 
first.

electric side lights, and the firrt also 
has electric liglits in tbo interior Oth- 
er military applications of the automo- 
bile have been considered by the mili-

A Special Which Broke all Pre- 


vious Records. 


Vice President Peacock Passes Through 


Lima After a Remarkable Trip to 


Chicago From Los Angeles. 


' Passenger train Xo. 6 on the Pitts 
burg Friday carried a distinguished 
gentleman in the person of A. E. 
Peacock, vice president of the Garna- 
gie Steel Co.. who v,a.s. beiag hurried 
from the Pacific coast to Pittsburg to 
attend an important meeting of the 
directors today. A message to that 
effect was sent to Mr, Peacock, bat he 
received it too late to catch the east 
bound Santa Fe fiy«r and he was re- 
duced to the extremity of engaging a 
special train. The opportunity for a 
record breaking run was not lost sight 
of by the Santa Te officials and the re- 
salt was -that the trans-continental 
record was smashed into smithereens. 
Passenger agent Aiken, of Lima, has 
the following account of the rernark- 
bie trip taken from the Chicago Trib- 
une: 


The special train which A. E. Pea- 


cock chartered at an expense of §3,500 
to bring him from I>os - Angeles, Cai., 
to Chicago in time to make a eonnec-. 
tion that would deliver him at Pitts- 
burg, Pa., early enough to attend the 
reorganization meeting of the Carnegie 
company, in which he is a large stock- 
holder, arrived ;5 in Chicago at 10:05 
o'clock last night, having broken all 
records for the run over the Santa Fe 
from the coast to this city. 


Mr. Peacock's train left Los Angeles 


at 10 a. m. on Tuesday, equivalent to 
noon in Chicago. The ^distance to be 
covered before reaching there \vas 
2,205 miles, and it was agreed by the 
railroad company that he should be 
there in time to leave for Pittsburg at 
10:30 a. m. over the Pennsylvania 
road. It was not hoped that the trip 
would be so free from delays that he 
could make a connection.with last eve- 
ning's train, as she did. r 
? 


But the train had. remarkable luck. 


It encountered no mishaps and made 
good meeting points, losing little time 
in avoiding the regular train service of 
the road. At Kansas City the special 
was six hours ahead of schedule. It 
arrived in Chicago eight hours ahead 
of schedule. - 


Oilicials of the road say- che "Pea- 


cock special" is the fastest train they 
ever have rnn over their road from 
California to'the East, its time having 
been many hours shorter than that 
made by the famous "Xellie Ely spec- 
ial" run in 1889, when Nellie Ely was 
completing her rapid globe circling 
tour, and faster than the run of the 
"Crmey special" two years ago, whose 
run was considered so extraordinary 
that Rudyard Kipling devoted a chap- 
ter to it in "Captains Courageous." 


The fastest recorded ioag run in the 


flying trip of the "Peacock speciai" 
was that of 200 miles from La Junta, 
Colorado, to Bodge City,Kansas,in 192 
rain. From Dodge City to Newton, 
167 miles, was made in 163 minutes. 
The 2,265 miles were made in 59 hours 
and 37 minutes, including all neces- 
sary stops and without the least inter- 
ference with the interference with the 
schedule of regular trains.
